a mother possessed of a fear. 


This fear is more than, the usua 


«nd with which all of us are familiar 
;t is a result of mental shock—a terri>- 
>le experience she had some yeats 
ago that evidently has left some defi- 
nite scar. 


As a result she is afraid of night, o 


.he dark, and of noises. She lives be 
lind bolted, ^doors' and lies awake all 
night imagining every second that 
something awful .is about to happen. 


But she asks advice, not about her- 


self, • but about her boy, who is de- 
veloping the same sense of danger. 
He is ill, nervous,, thin, pale and at the 
point of hysteria: 


She has tried every means in her 


power, to exert self-control and to hide 
her tentor from him. But none of us 
have will-power "oeyond a certain 
point. 'It is quite clear that he has 
absorbed the same terror slant that 
she has. 
, .. 


Correct 0(wh Fears J3rst 


What would I' do—she sfeks. 
I have written to her advising he? 


to take herself in hand "first—to re- 
move the direct cause of her boy's 
mental chaos,by instantly going after 
her own' trouble. She says she lias 
been to a doctor-but-it did-no good. 


Today there are many doctors, doc- 


tors- of thev-body .and doctors of- the 
mind and, nerves., ^The^ latter go by 
vairous 'nameS depending on their 
work. Some ;Sfe neurologists, some 
are pathologies, and some are psy- 
-hiatrists. 


I feel that too many-people with 
asily cured nervous or 'mental strains 
How themselves to go on suffering 
without' making any attempt to reach 
he doctor who could do them the 
moit good. It is neither intelligent or 
sensible to- laugh at this. branch of 
therapy. Nor is it correct to think 
hat they practice only with the in- 
ane. 


Cure Often Is Very Simple 


For instance my correspondent is a 


perfectly sane, sensible and normal 
woman,. To have a fear phobia as a 
esult of shock is not in the least re- 
ated to, an unbalanced mind or in- 
anity. It is • something, moreover, 
hat can be cured, often very simply 
and easily cured. 


Her own case, probably, would not 


be incentive enough for me' to write 
this article, but as it happens I know 
of several monthers who so nearly ap- 
proach her in • experience and whose 
children have been conditioned to the 
same fears that I feel the advice I 
have given her may of benefit to 
others. 


Beware of the "Quack" 


First be sure that the person you 


go to for help is not a "quack" doc- 
tor, but a man of assured reputation 
and understanding. If you are earn- 
est in wanting relief be honest and 
make no attempt to conceal what you 
may consider a childish terror. 


Health depends on organs and blood 


and many other things. It also de- 
pends on steady nerves and a clear 
courageous mind. It is now recogniz- 
ed that one should have attention as 
well as the other. 


One cannot force oneself out of fear 


once it has become chronic, especially 
as a result of shock. It needs outside 
suggestion end help, professionally 
and sientif ically given. The best moth- 
er is the healthy and mentally con- 
tented one who may pass on her 
wholesome attitude to her children.

And for the northwest llic adminis- 


tration plans a gigantic project includ- 
ing several dams on tlio Columbia 
river to bring out part of the :i,'100,000 
horsepower now rushing unharnessed 
to the Pacific. 


All this is going to take a littlu 


matter of 52,000,000,0000 of the taxpay- 
ers' money. Much of it should come 
back to the government from sale of 


portant aims outside power produc- 
tion, aims that private enterprise could 
not bo asked to accomplish. At Mus- 
cle Shoals, navigation, flood control, 
fertilizer, nitrates for national defense, 
and the frist great regional plan in 
the United States. At Boulder Dam, 
flood control, irrigation. On the St. 
Lawrence, the opening of the interior 
of a continent to ocean traffic. On 
the Columbia, navigation and irriga-

"On all these objectives," 'Senator 


George W. Norris told the writer, "the 
government has spent 
hundreds of 


millions for years without hope for 
return. Every body agreed that irri- 
gation, flood control, navigation im- 
provement were proper government 
functions.'" 


"But 
all these functions are best at- 


tained by building such dams as these, 
with the added benefit that the gov- 
ernment now stands to get its money 
back through sale of power, and in 
addition will set an example to states 
for similar work, as well as establish 
a yardstick by which rates and service 
of privately-owned utilities may be 
gauged:" 


A Lusty Infant 


Such gigantic projects arc not set 


up without changing the aspect of the 
whole power industry. A rather young 
industry, loo, only 30 years old. 


During those three decades produc- 


tion of electricity has risen from two 
billion to 90 billion kilowatts, and the 
number of people who bought this 
power has risen from 500,000 to nearly 
25,000,000. 
" 


At least 75,000,000 Americans live 


in homes served by electricity. The 
future aims to make 
electricity so 


cheap and so universal that the other 
50.000,000 will .have it, ;too. 


Completition of all the hydro-elec- 


tric projects now building will put 
the United Stales wcjl ahead of any 
country in the world in developed 
wutcr power. Yet, because there is a 
potential horsepower of 38,000,000 lurk- 
ing in the country's waters, less than 
40 per cent of that total will have been 


pressure of the times, the certainty 
of government entry into the field, the 
increasing amount and effectiveness of 
regulation, and the stronger realization 
of public responsibility on the part of 
the utilities, are all uniting to insure 
that the benefits of this new Electrical 
Era will be widely distributed. 


This view is confirmed by George 


B. Cortelyou, head of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute, which represents 75 per 
cent of the electric power industry. 


The whole trend of technical devel-

Seek Expert Aid in Their Fight 


to Overcome Them 


Among my letters^ today is one from 


a mother possessed of a fear. 


This fear is more than, the usua 


«nd with which all of us are familiar 
;t is a result of mental shock—a terri>- 
>le experience she had some yeats 
ago that evidently has left some defi- 
nite scar. 


As a result she is afraid of night, o 


.he dark, and of noises. She lives be 
lind bolted, ^doors' and lies awake all 
night imagining every second that 
something awful .is about to happen. 


But she asks advice, not about her- 


self, • but about her boy, who is de- 
veloping the same sense of danger. 
He is ill, nervous,, thin, pale and at the 
point of hysteria: 


She has tried every means in her 


power, to exert self-control and to hide 
her tentor from him. But none of us 
have will-power "oeyond a certain 
point. 'It is quite clear that he has 
absorbed the same terror slant that 
she has. 
, .. 


Correct 0(wh Fears J3rst 


What would I' do—she sfeks. 
I have written to her advising he? 


to take herself in hand "first—to re- 
move the direct cause of her boy's 
mental chaos,by instantly going after 
her own' trouble. She says she lias 
been to a doetop'but-it did-no good. 


Today there are many doctors, doc- 


tors- of thev-body .and doctors of- the 
mind and, nerves., ^The^ latter go by 
vairous 'nameS depending on their 
work. Some ;Sfe neurologists, some 
are pathologies, and some are psy- 
-hiatrists. 


I feel that too many-people with 
asily cured nervous or 'mental strains 
How themselves to go on suffering 
without' making any attempt to reach 
he doctor who could do them the 
moit good. It is neither intelligent or 
sensible to- laugh at this. branch of 
therapy. Nor is it correct to think 
hat they practice only with the in- 
ane. 


Cure Often Is Very Simple 


For instance my correspondent is a 


perfectly sane, sensible and normal 
woman,. To have a fear phobia as a 
esult of shock is not in the least re- 
ated to, an unbalanced mind or in- 
anity. It is • something, moreover, 
hat can be cured, often very simply 
and easily cured. 


Her own case, probably, would not 


be incentive enough for me' to write 
this article, but as it happens I know 
of several monthers who so nearly ap- 
proach her in • experience and whose 
children have been conditioned to the 
same fears that I feel the advice I 
have given her may of benefit to 
others. 


Beware of the "Quack" 


First be sure that the person you 


go to for help is not a "quack" doc- 
tor, but a man of assured reputation 
and understanding. If you are earn- 
est in wanting relief be honest and 
make no attempt to conceal what you 
may consider a childish terror. 


Health depends on organs and blood 


and many other things. It also de- 
pends on steady nerves and a clear 
courageous mind. It is now recogniz- 
ed that one should have attention as 
well as the other. 


One cannot force oneself out of fear 


once it has become chronic, especially 
as a result of shock. It needs outside 
suggestion end help, professionally 
and sientif ically given. The best moth- 
er is the healthy and mentally con- 
tented one who may pass on her 
wholesome attitude to her children.

All this is going to take a littlu

portant aims outside power produc- 
tion, aims that private enterprise could 
not bo asked to accomplish. At Mus- 
cle Shoals, navigation, flood control, 
fertilizer, nitrates for national defense, 
and the frist great regional plan in 
the United States.

"On all these objectives," 'Senator 


George W. Norris told the writer, "the 
government has spent 
hundreds of 


millions for years without hope for 
return.

tained by building such dams as these, 
with the added benefit that the gov- 
ernment now stands to get its money 
back through sale of power, and in 
addition will set an example to states 
for similar work, as well as establish 
a yardstick by which rates and service 
of privately-owned utilities may be 
gauged:" 


A Lusty Infant 


Such gigantic projects arc not set 


up without changing the aspect of the 
whole power industry. A rather young 
industry, loo, only 30 years old. 


During those three decades produc- 


tion of electricity has risen from two 
billion to 90 billion kilowatts, and the 
number of people who bought this 
power has risen from 500,000 to nearly 
25,000,000.

At least 75,000,000 Americans live 


in homes served by electricity. The 
future aims to make 
electricity so 


cheap and so universal that the other 
50.000,000 will .have it, ;too. 


Competition of all the hydro-elec- 


tric projects now building will put 
the United Stales wcjl ahead of any 
country in the world in developed 
wutcr power. Yet, because there is a 
potential horsepower of 38,000,000 lurk- 
ing in the country's waters, less than 
40 per cent of that total will have been 


pressure of the times, the certainty 
of government entry into the field, the 
increasing amount and effectiveness of 
regulation, and the stronger realization 
of public responsibility on the part of 
the utilities, are all uniting to insure 
that the benefits of this new Electrical 
Era will be widely distributed. 


This view is confirmed by George 


B. Cortelyou, head of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute, which represents 75 per 
cent of the electric power industry. 


The whole trend of technical devel-

working girls for a dollar and two 
dolars a week, with" batteries of sew- 
ing-machines mounted on trucks flee- 
ing from one community to another 
as outraged towns drove them out. 


The burden upon the merchandiser 


is more than mere price. It is a mat- 
ter of humanity as well. I don't be- 
lieve any housewife in Hope would 
buy a wash-dress at the bottom level 
if she knew that to do so encouraged 
sweat-shops. And it's a merLhandis- 
ing duty to stress that fact just as 
much as it is the duty of the states 
to enforce their anti-sweat-shop laws.

each week, according to a survey con- 
ducted by The Star Tuesday. Seven 
hundred gallons shipped by express 
each week; 300 by baggage, and the 
remainder is purchased by'local cream 
buyers. 


Sour cream brings 16 cents pound 


on the local market, and sweet cream, 
first shipments of which were started 
by local buyers last week, brings 21 
cents per pound. Last week's total 
shipments of 2,020 gallons averaged 
above 50c per gallon; 


The IG-cent price is a net gain of 


60 per cent above the prevailing 10- 
cent local market price for sour cream 
last December and early January. 


Local cream buyers estimate 56,000 


pounds of whole milk is required to 
produce 2,000 gallons of cream. Thus, 
8,000 pounds of milk 
is marketed 


through Hope each day in the form 
of sweet or sour cream. 


Only for the few bests weeks of the 


Kraft-Phoenix cheese plant operation 
in Hope did its receipts reach that 
daily figure. And since this plant 
paid higher than the market price for 
cream; and also drew its supply from 
beyond the immediate Hope trade ter- 
ritory, it is presumed that more milk 
is being produced here than ever be- 
fore. One of the Kraft-Pohenix trucks 
brought whole milk from as far as 
Nashville, while another route extend- 
ed almost to Stamps to Lewisville.

try. Thus it is fitting that, America 
should work to maintain its lead in 
providing electric power for all.

While the incandescent lamp was 


invented by Edison in 1879, the use of 
lighting and power did not become 
general until the turn of the century. 
And it was not until the World war 
that the modern era of high-power 
transmission really dawned. 


Electricity is a perishable product. 


It must be used immediately on gen- 
eration, and thus it -had, in early days, 
to be produced close to the users. The 
building up of "pressure" on a power 
line to enable it to "flow" to a great 
distance without too great loss, was 
not at first understood. Even today 
this is one of the great problems of the 
industry, and the average distance 
power is transported is less • than 30 
miles. 


Superpower Is Born 


But by 1914 Ontario was sending 


220,000 volts over a 250-mile line with 
success. This revolutionized the whole 
conception of electric power, and
